King’s brigade was also exposed trom 
San Pedro Macati to Culiculi, where it 
joined Overshiiie’s brigade. 
Mr. Higgins, the manager of the Ma­ 
nila-Do guapan railroad, was believed to 
be safe at Bayambang, although no 
communication had been received from 
him since Feb. 9. 
He was then housed 
at Mr. Clarke s place, with his wife and 
family and about six other Englishmen, 
some of wliom were accompanied by 
their wives. While it was unlikely that 
the natives of the locality would harm 
them, it was feared that others from 
ujstant provinces might wreak ven­ 
geance at their expense 
In view of the tact that the enemy 
were concentrating on the American 
right ilank, preparations were made 
Saturday night to give them a warm re­ 
ception in the event of attack. General 
Over.'^hine’s line, consistiiiir originally 
of the North Dakota volunteers, Fonr- 
tecntn infantry and two troops of the 
Fourth cavalry, stretching from the 
beach at Camp DeweV to Gen. King’s 
right, was reinforced by two battalions 
of Oregon volunteers and three troops 
of the Fourth cavalry as infantry. 
The Buffalo’s searchlight, discovering 
the rebels unusually active, about 10 
o’clock in the evening, signalled the 
flagship for jiermission to fire upon 
them; and this being granted, bom­ 
barded the enemy's trenche.s for 20 
niiuutes. 
The only effect of the fire 
was apparently to drive the rebels 
farther inland. 
Beyond a few ineffectua l volleys from 
the trenches, wdiich were returned with 
interest, the enem y made no demonstra­ 
tion and all w a s quiet along the rest of 
the line. 
Scouts claimed to have seen General 
Pio del Pilar, who commanded the 
rebels at Paco, with his arm in a .slmg, 
oin-cting the troops. 
General Mon­ 
tenegro. the insurgent commander-in- 
clii« t‘, was reported to have been per­ 
sonally conducting the movements in 
front of General King’s line at San 
Fedro Macati.

there. Finding the trail they had be­ 
lieved to exist impassable.

visions, guns, etc., on a raft and set in 
afloat on the Tanaua river. 
The raft 
was wrecked the second day and all the 
provisions, rifles, axes, etc., lost.

With the rope another raft was built, 
aud for six days the three men floated 
down the river, living on berries aud 
roseapples. 
Tney were without shoes 
or moccasins, their feet being covered 
by canvas tied with strings. J ust as hope 
was almo.st gone the party drifted into 
an encampment of Tanana Indians. 
Here they were üospitabiy received and 
fed, and after resting were guided to a 
camp of white men, 100 miles up the 
stream, wTicre the parly rested until a 
boat could cairy them to the Yukon.

“ Cuba now constitutes a military di- 
vi.sion, commauded by a major gmieral 
aud moreover comprises six military de­ 
partments, commanded by general offi­ 
cers of volunteers. In Porto Kico there 
is a uece.ssity for at least one general 
officer, aud in the Philippines for the 
general otficers required lor an army 
corps, so that if ¡Senator CocKreli’s bill 
should become a law it would leave the 
army deficient nut only in enlisted 
force, but without auv general officers 
to administer the imuortaut duties now 
devolving ujion the government. 
“ The criti ism that has been passed 
upon tho department has been the ab 
sence of sutficieutly trained staff offi­ 
cers. 
The Cockrell amendment would 
perpetuate this alleged lameness. 
“ Should his bill be pa8.^eü into law 
the adjutant, inspector, quartermaster, 
subsi.steuce, medical and pay depart­ 
ments would be ielt with only the bare 
skeleton of the staff organizations thai 
w'e have had for the aumiaisterujg ot 
affairs in the United States alone previ­ 
ous to the deciaratiou of war with 
Spam. 
“ The returns of the war department 
show the strength of the regular anny, 
at this time, to be only a few less than 
GO.UUU uiilihtea mt-n. Of these there are 
nearly 14,too in Cuba aud a like num­ 
ber in or earoute to the Philippines, 
aud in Porto Rico 4.ÜM0, leaving the to­ 
tal enliited men of tne regular army in 
the United States 2i,0J 0. Of these U.OUU 
are held in readiness for dispatch to re­ 
inforce the army at Manila, fhis wuuid 
leave the total euhsted strength of the 
army W'lthiu the United sitates les.s than 
Ib.utO, or nearly 4,000 less than is ne­ 
cessary to furnish a single relief to man 
the guns now on our seacoast fortifica­ 
tions.

“ Cuba now constitutes a m ilitary di­ 
vision, commanded by a major general 
and moreover comprises six military de­ 
partments, commanded by general offi­ 
cers of volunteers. 
In Porto Rico there 
is a necessity for at least one general 
officer, and iii the Philippines for the 
general officers required tor an arm y 
corps, so that if Senator Cockrell’s bill 
should become a law it would leave the 
arm y deficient not 
only in enlisted 
force, but without any general officers 
to administer the important duties now 
devolving upon the government. 
“ The criticism that has been passed 
upon tho department has been the ab 
sence of sufficiently trained staff offi­ 
cers. 
The Cockrell amendment would 
perpetuate this alleged lameness. 
“ Should his bill be passed into law 
the adjutant, inspector, quarterm aster, 
subsistence, medical and pay depart­ 
ments would be left with only the bare 
skeleton of the staff organizations that 
we have had for the aum inistenug ot 
affairs in the United States alone previ­ 
ous to the declaration of war with 
Spam. 
“ The returns of the w ar department 
show the strength of the regular arm y, 
at this time, to be only a few less than 
80,000 unlisted men. Ut these there are 
nearly 14,000 in Cuba aud a like num­ 
ber in or enroute to the Philippines, 
aud in Porto Rico 4,586, leaving the to­ 
tal enlisted men of tne regular arm y in 
the United States 24,000. Of th* se 0,000 
are held in readiness for dispatch to re ­ 
inforce the arm y at Manila. This would 
leave the total enlisted strength of the 
army within the United states less than 
IS,UCO, or nearly 4,000 less than is ne­ 
cessary to furnish a single relief to man 
the guns now on our seacoast fortifica­ 
tions.

“Cuba now constitutes a m ilitary di­ 
vision, commanded by a major general 
and moreover comprises six m ilitary de­ 
partments, commanded by general offi­ 
cers of volunteers. In Porto Rico there 
is a necessity for at least one general 
officer, aud iii the Philippines for the 
general officers required for an army 
corps, so that if Senator Cockrell’s bill 
should become a law it would leave the 
army deficient not 
only in enlisted 
force, but w ithout any general officers 
to administer the important duties now 
devolving upon the government. 
“The criticism that has been passed 
upon tho department has been the ab 
sence of sufficiently trained staff offi­ 
cers. 
The Cockrell amendment would 
perpetuate thus alleged lameness. 
“Should his bill be passed into law 
the adjutant, inspector, quartermaster, 
subsistence, medical and pay depart­ 
ments would be le it with only the bare 
skeleton of the staff organizations thai 
we have had for the aum iiiistenng of 
affairs in tho United States alone previ­ 
ous to the declaration of war with 
Spain. 
“ The returns of the war department 
show the strength of the regular army, 
at this time, to tie only a few less than 
00,000 unlisted men.

Mr. Baker said: “ It was said long 
■go 'Woe to a man that bnildeth a town 
with blood.' If God were to utter it 
today he woald say 'woe to the council 
that bnildeth a town with blood.’ Isay 
this because the general assembly of 
Ohio has delegated the control of the 
liquor business to the 
councils 
of 
municipalities. 
They have autocratic 
power, save in the increase of the tax, 
and can close saloons at any hoar, re­ 
move screens, provide for one room with 
bot one entrance or abolish the sale of 
liquor within their jurisdiction. Every 
drunken wife and starving child, every 
groan and pain caused by the liquor 
■hop can be traced directly to the coun­ 
cil that created it. Ex-president Harri­ 
son recently said that the greatest peril 
of this country lay in the faot that men 
elected to executive positions took upon 
themselves the duties of the legislative 
and judicial. We have an example in 
Oolnmbns where the mayor enforces 
such laws as he sees fit. Not long ago 
congress ordered the President to de­ 
clare war against another nation. 
We 
all know the President didn’t believe 
every resource of diplomacy had been 
exhausted, but if he had not done as 
congress demanded every patroitic citi­ 
zen would say he was guilty of treason 
and should be impeached. 
If your 
mayor refuses to enforce the law he is 
guilty of civil treason as the President 
would have been guilty of national 
treason. 
We become enthusiastic over 
national politics, but how often do we 
pray for God to direct the council, the 
mayor or even the policeman who paces 
past our door? If yon would destroy 
political bosses and municipal misrule, 
destroy the saloon. The chnroh is the 
remedy. 
No other organization can 
grapple with the evil. Organized sin 
must be met by organized righteousness. 
The church is a perfect organization, 
but collectively a rope of sand; singly 
the saloon is nothing, bat when threat­ 
ened it is a power. Why don't we get 
together? Because we can’t distinguish 
between politics and partisanship. I 
don't believe in the minister who talks 
partisanship from his pulpit, nor in one 
who does not talk politics. 
“ I didn't want to come to Columbiana 
county, because the samples of your 
people you had sent to the legislature 
were so bad, but when I look into the 
honest faces here I know you sent the 
poorest you had." 
Mr. Baker then weut over the record 
of Senator Blake in the last legislature, 
showing that he had introduced the bill 
to repeal the law prohibiting the sale of 
liquor within two miles of an agricultural 
fair when no other man could be found 
to do it, and bad voted for the repeal of 
the Adair law.

Nothing has been said publicly bv 
those who are attempting to establish 
automotor* and autotrucks in many of 
the cities of the United States of an 
even more extensive employment of the 
automatic principle which it is believed 
will be witnessed within the next live 
or six years in the United States. 
It 
has already come to France, and news 
received from Paris recently indicates 
that the impression prevails there that 
speedily the bicycle will be supplanted 
in great measure by the automobile 
suitable for one or two persons. 
It is expected that this carriage will 
be made at a much less cost than has 
heretofore been entailed, and it is assert­ 
ed that in France the way has been 
found to convert the bicycle into an 
automatic machine, although it will 
not really be a bicycle, since it will 
have three wheels. These machines are 
said to cost no more than a first class 
bicycle, and fashionable Paris is begin­ 
ning to be enthusiastic over them. They 
will be introduced into the United 
States probably early next summer, and 
the conjecture is that they will gain as 
great favor as the bicycle has done, es 
pecially among those who found it diffi­ 
cult to learn to ride the wheel and still

Walter Nernst. a professor in the 
Gottingen university, has invented an 
electric lamp which does not require 
incloHnre in vacnnm, aa is the case 
with the present glow lamp. 
The Nernst light ie emitted by a rod 
componed of rare earths, similar to 
those used In the manufacture of the 
Welsbach mantle. These rods do not 
conduct electricity cold, but heated. 
They give out a mild, yellowish light 
and work equally well at any pressure 
with consequent economy in copper. 
The invention was discussed by th e 
Society of Arts in London the o th e r 
evening. Messrs. Swinburne and Ayr­ 
ton, the celebrated chemists, declared 
it to be tile greatest discovery in m a n y 
years. The invention created a sensa­ 
tion among the members of the soc it iv. 
Professor Nernst’s lamp is intended 
to take the place of the ordinary incan­ 
descent electric lamp, and, according 
to the records which he has made in ex­ 
perimental work, it promises groat 
economy in the production of light As 
used in the present incandescent or 
glow lumps, the electric current is con­ 
ducted to a filament of carbon, which, 
because of its electrical resistance, or 
choking effect upon the current, is 
raised to a white heat and thus emits 
light. 
To prevent the destruction of th*- 
carbon by borning it is inclosed in 
glass bulbs from which the air has been 
exhausted. Professor Nernst does away 
with the glass bulb entirely, for in 
place of tho combustible carbon fila­ 
ment he uses filaments of magnesium 
oxide or other materials which are in­ 
combustible. These materials are nota­ 
ble for the large proportion of visible 
light rays which they radiate. 
The 
limelight and the Welsbach gaslight 
mantles are examples of their value in 
this regard. These materials are, how­ 
ever, 
under ordinary circumstances 
nonconductors of electricity, and Pro­ 
fessor Nernst’s discovery, which admits 
their use, is that when they are heated 
they become conductors. 
Using this discovery in experiments 
with a hollow magnesium tube, he ob­ 
tained results which showed the ex­ 
penditure of only .96 watts of electrical 
energy per candle power against about 
three watts per candle power for the 
ordinary gloV lamp. This economy in 
the use of electric energy could be util­ 
ized either by putitng three tim*** a? 
many lamps on a wire circuit or by r 
during the size, and consequently the 
cost of the copper conductors for the 
current. The cost of these is now great 
So far as has been made public, Pro 
feasor Nernst has not yet settled upon 
a commercial form for his lamp.

One 
reason for this indifference to the in ­ 
dividuality of the Filipino leaders below 
Aguinaldo may be found in the tv 4 
{bat nearly all of his su b o rd in ate are 
mere figureheads—men of no strength 
i t character and little or no following 
among their own people. 
In all the 
forms of governm ent in stituted 
by 
Aguinaldo since last May there has not 
been one man who would allow himself 
tu have an opinion—m uch less to ex­ 
press it—contrary to A guinaldo’s, ex­ 
cept. possibly. G eneral Pio del Pilar. 
The latest reported Filipino cabinet 
consisted of the president of the revolu­ 
tionary government, Em ilio Aguinaldo 
himself; president of the cabinet and 
minister of foreign affairs, Senor Ma 
biui; minister of the interior, Teodoro 
Sandico; m inister of war. General Bal 
dom ere Aguinaldo, 
E m ilio’s cousin. 
minister of finance, M ariana Trias, and 
canister of public works, GregoTieo 
Gonzaga. 
Of these six men only three have ever 
been heard of outside of M anila before 
their appointment to office—namely, 
the two Aguinaldos and Sandico. 
His 
cousin Baldomero is a convenient fig 
urehead. He has been prom inent in the 
councils of the president ever since the 
bitter landed in C avite last May. 
is 
regarded as a very “ safe” man, ready 
to vote and direct exactly ae he may 
lie instructed. 
No one would expect 
him to venture an opinion on any im ­ 
portant subject u n til he had learned 
the attitude of his chief. 
Teodoro Sandico is a rather clever 
half caste, educated as an engineer, 
who was the m edium through whom 
Aguinaldo worked when he was m ak­ 
ing our consul in Hongkong believe 
that he (the consul) was a diplom at of 
supreme sagacity and finesse. Poor San­ 
dico really took our consul seriously for 
a time and believed th a t he had assist­ 
ed in the negotiation of a treaty be­ 
tween the republic of the U nited States 
and the Filipino republic. 
It is true 
Aguinaldo was never deceived by the 
performances of our consuls a t Singa­ 
pore and Hongkong, b ut he now finds 
it convenient to pretend th a t he was 
led to ' ‘help’ 
the Am ericans by the 
representatives of our government. 
As 
a matter of fact, Aguinaldo knew per­ 
fectly well the powers and the lim ita­ 
tions of on? consuls—a great deal bet­ 
ter, in fact, than these men themselves 
knew them. W hen I recall the position 
of Sandicc last Ju n e it seems absurd to 
think of him as one of A guinaldo^ cab­ 
inet. 
One day the form er U nited States 
consul to M anila, M. O. F. W illiams, 
took on board the ccllier N anshan a 
very nervous Filipino, who announced 
that he had come to th a t ship at Con­ 
sul W illiams’ request preparatory to 
sailing for Hongkong. 
This man was 
Sandico, and when I questioned him 
about the purpose of his trip to Hong­ 
kong he let the cat out of the bag at 
•Dee fur the sake of getting my influ­ 
ence with A dm iral Dewey to let him 
go in the coming trip of the Zafiro. He 
said that he was on very friendly term s 
with Senor Artacho, who had ju st ar­ 
rived in Cavite from H ongkong; that 
Artacho had been arrested the day aft- 
w his arrival and th at he was to be 
shot that d a y ; th a t he (Sandico) had 
barely escaped im prisonm ent because 
had passed the night in the same 
bouse with Artacho, and th a t Consul 
Williams had saved his life by giving 
bim asylum on board the Nanshan. 
About this tim e one of A guinaldo’*- 
a slight young fellow named Le- 
Kiida, came off to the N anshan and 
old Sandico th at Aguinaldo had sent 
ur him to come ashore. Then followed

N e w Y o rk , Feb. 20.—For about three 
m onths Bishop Jam es M. Dwangee, a 
native of Afnoa, has been in the United 
States working for fonds to build a 
theological seminary in Africa. 
The 
laud is bought, the plans are made; all 
that is needed now is $10,000 with 
which to begin work on a wing of the 
building. 
“Some years ago,” be said, “ we or­ 
ganized the Ethiopian church in Cape 
Colony, Rhodesia and Natal and made 
many converts. 
Three years ago I 
learned th at there was an African 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church 
in the 
United States, and I came here to in­ 
quire about it. 
The result is that our 
church united with it in 18915 and I was 
made vicar bishop of South Africa. 
Last year Bishop Turner of the African 
Methodist Episcopal cnurch came to us 
in Africa and formally received our 
church. 
Then he bought us 12 acres of 
laud iu Cape Colony on which to build 
what we need most, a theological sem­ 
inary. 
That school is for the purpose 
of training and educating a native 
ministry to preach among the heathen.”

among their own people. 
In all the 
forms of governm ent instituted 
by 
Aguinaldo since last May there has not 
bt*en one man who would allow himself 
tu have an opinion—m uch less fr> ex- 
press it—contrary to Aguinaldo s, ex­ 
cept possibly, General Pio del Pilar. 
The latest reported Filipino cabinet 
consisted of the president of the revolu­ 
tionary government, Em ilio Aguinaldo 
himself; president of the cabinet and 
minister of foreign affairs, Senor Ma 
biui; minister of the interior, Tendon* 
bamboo; m inister of war. General Bal 
doniero Aguinaldo, 
E m ilio’s cousin. 
minister of finance, M ariana Trias, and 
minister of public works, Gregor iou 
Gun /.aga. 
Of tliese six men only three have ever 
been heard of outside of M anila before 
their appointment to office—namely, 
the two Aguinaldos and Sandieo. 
His 
cousin Baldomero is a convenient fig­ 
urehead. He bas been prom inent in the 
councils of the president ever since the 
bitter landed in Cavite last May. Ho is 
regarded as a very “ safe” man, ready 
to vote and direct exactly as he may 
be instructed. 
No one would expect 
him to venture an opinion on any im ­ 
portant subject until he had learned 
the attitude of his chief. 
Teodoro Sandieo is a rather clever 
half caste, educated as an engineer 
who was the m edium through whom 
Aguinaldo worked when he was mak 
mg our consul in Hongkong believe 
that he (the consul) was a diplom at of 
supreme sagacity and finesse. Poor San 
dico really took our consul seriously for 
a time and believed th at he had assist 
cd in the negotiation of a treaty be­ 
tween the republic of the U nited States 
and the Filipino republic. 
It is true 
Aguinaldo was never deceived by the 
performances of our consuls at Singa­ 
pore and Hongkong, but he now find* 
it convenient to pretend th at he was 
led to “ help” the Am ericans by the 
representatives of our government. 
As 
a matter of fact, Aguinaldo knew per 
tartly well the powers and the lim ita­ 
tions of out consuls—a great deal bet 
ter, in fact, than these men themselves 
knew them. W hen I recall the position 
of Saudicc last Ju n e it seems absurd to 
think of him as one of A guinaldo^ cab­ 
inet. 
One day the former U nited States 
consul to Manila, M. O. F. W illiams, 
took on board the collier Nanshan a 
very nervous Filipino, who announced 
that he had come to that ship at Con­ 
sul W illiams’ request preparatory to 
sailing for Hongkong. 
This man was 
Sandieo, and when I questioned him 
about the purpose of his trip to Hong­ 
kong he let the cat out of the bag at 
©nee for the sake of getting my influ­ 
ence with Adm iral Dewey to let him 
Ko in the coming trip of the Zafiro. He 
said that he was on very friendly terms 
with Senor Artacho, who had just a r­ 
rived in Cavite from Hongkong; that 
Artacho had been arrested the day aft- 
er his arrival and th at he was to be 
shot that d a y ; th at he (Sandieo) had 
barely escaped im prisonm ent because 
be had passed the night in the saint' 
b^use with Artacho, and th at Consul 
W illiams had saved his life by giving 
bilo asylum on board the Nanshan. 
About this tim e one of A guinaldo’* 
8taff, a slight young fellow named Le- 
Kaida, came off to the Nanshan and 
told Sandieo th at A guinaldo had sent 
him to come ashore. Then followed

Isay 
this because the general assembly of 
Ohio has delegated the control of the 
liquor business 
to the 
councils 
of 
municipalities. 
They have autocratic 
power, save in the increase of the tar, 
and can close saloons at any hour, re­ 
move screens, provide for one room with 
bat one entrance or abolish the sale of 
liquor within their jurisdiction. 
Every 
drunken w ife and starving child, every 
groan and pain caused by the liqnor 
shop can be traced directly to the coun­ 
cil that created it. 
Ex-president Harri­ 
son recently said that the greatest peril 
of this country lay in the fact that men 
elected to executive positions took upon 
themselves the duties of the legislative 
and judicial. 
W e have an example in 
Oolambus where the mayor enforces 
such laws as he sees fit. 
Not long ago 
congress ordered the President to de­ 
clare war against another nation. 
We 
all know the President didn't believe 
every resource of diplomacy had been 
exhausted, but if he had not done as 
congress demanded every patroitic citi­ 
zen would say he was guilty of treason 
and should be 
impeached. 
If your 
mayor refuses to enforce the law he is 
guilty of civil treason as the President 
would have been guilty of 
national 
treason. 
We become enthnsiastic over 
national politics, bot how often do we 
pray for God to direct the oonncil. the 
mayor or even the policeman who paces 
past our door? 
If you would destroy 
political bosses and municipal misrule, 
destroy the saloon’. 
The church is the 
remedy.

In all the 
forms of government instituted 
by 
Aguinaldo since last May there has not 
one man who would allow himself 
to have an opinion—much less Id ex­ 
press it—contrary to Aguinaldo^, ex­ 
cept possibly. General Pio del Pilar. 
The latest reported Filipino cabinet 
consisted of the president of the revolu­ 
tionary government, Em ilio Aguinaldo 
himself; president of the cabinet and 
minister of foreign affairs, Senor Ma 
biui; minister of the interior, Teodoro 
Sandico; minister of war, General Bal 
domero Aguinaldo, 
Em ilio’s cousin, 
minister of finance, Mariana Trias, and 
minister of public works, Gregorico 
Gonzaga. 
Of these six men only three have ever 
been h e a r d of outside of Manila before 
their appointment to office—namely, 
the two Aguinaldos aud Sandico. 
His 
cousin Baldomero is a convenient fig­ 
urehead. He has been prominent in the 
councils of the president ever since the 
kilter landed in Cavite last May. Ho is 
regarded as a very “ safe” man, ready 
to vote and direct exactly as he may 
t»e instructed. 
No one would expect 
him to venture an opinion on any im ­ 
portant subject until he had learned 
the a t t i t u d e of h i s chief. 
Teodoro Sandico is a rather cleve 
halt caste, educated as an engineer 
who was the medium through whom 
Aguinaldo worked when he was rn ak 
mg our consul in Hongkong believ 
that he (the consul) was a diplomat of 
supreme sagacity and finesse. Poor San 
dieo really took our consul seriously for 
a time and believed that he had assist 
cd in the negotiation of a treaty be 
tween the republic of the United States 
and the Filipino republic. 
It is tm 
Aguinaldo was never deceived by tilt 
performances of our consuls at Singa 
pore and Hongkong, but he now tiud 
it convenient to pretend that he was 
led to “help” the Americans by the 
representatives of our government.

a matter of fact. Aguinaldo knew per 
feet!y well the powers and the limita 
tions of our consuls—a great deal bet 
ter. in fact, than these men themselves 
knew them. When I recall the position
